Baltimore, May 8.—Two women 
were injured fatally and a man was 
nurt in a triple crash at Reisters­ 
town road and Rogers avenue 
in 
Baltimore at 5 p. rn. Thursday, 
The women were identified from 
caids in their pocketbooks as Mrs. 
Estella Gosnell, of Granite, Mary­ 
land, who is believed to have been 
driving a small roadster demolished
